The fleet will consist, of the New York 


(flagship), Brooklyn, Indiana, 'Massa- 
chusetts and Texas. 
And in all likeli- 


hoodv-the New Orleins and Nasbvi'.Ie 
trill be added. 


With the exception of tbe Nashville, 


all these ship* are now at New York 
The New Orleans ia under orders to 
proceed to New Orleans to receive « 
plate service, tbe gift of that city. 


After the presentation function the 


New Orleans will ba free to join the 
fleet. It is no f ctlcihtei that the squa- 
dron will be able to get nway from New 
York inside of four weeks. 
The route, 


it is learned, will be outside of M >ntauk 
point to Newport, then 36 m ojr-ler to 
Gardiner's bay, Boston. Portsmouth, 
Bar Hwbor, Portland and Halifax. 


At Newport drills against torpedo 


boat attack will he conducted, and there 
torpedo boats will be made available at 
toe torpedo station for the service.

Gardiners bay and off cape Ann. The 
quarterly full speed time of all the ships 
will be conducted on tbe government 
course off cape Ann.

Her speed was lowered during 
the recent West Indian cruise fully six 
knot*. Just aa one ship comes out of 
dock another will go in. 


Aa there is practically no refitting or 


overhauling to do worthy of mention, 
ths dockiug, cleaning and painting of 
the,four ships can be done iu a fort- 
night's time. 
By June 1, then, the 


squadron may be expected on the New 
England coast 
The force which will 


be seen there will represent the strong- 
est Aggregation of U S. warships ever 
seen in New England waters. In point 
of morale and efficiency it will stand 
for the superlative of this country's 
fighting strength.

TO ARBITRATE. 


BUFFALO, S. Y., May 5.—This after- 


noon the members of the board of ar- 
bitration attended a meeting of the new 
local Uaion 51. Between 1500 and 2000 
t&emb»r» were present

GOVERNOR LEAHY SAILS TODAY. 


NEW YORK, May 5.—Naval Governor 


Richard P. Leary of the island of Guam 
of tbe Ladrone group, will sail tomor- 
row on tbe Yosemite for his Pacific sta- 
tion. The Yosemite carries an assorted 
cargo. Tlieie is a canal boat stored in 
the bold, a buggy, stoves, ranges, bicy- 
cles and goods enoughto stock a country 
store. ' The 125 marines are under com 
mand of Major A. £.

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, M.vy 5.—The for- 


mer Spanish cruiser Beina Mercedes, 
which was sunk iu the channel of San- 
tiago harbur during the bombardment

brought together at Cadiz for the sub- 
jugation of their revolted possessions 
in America. But the officers and'troops 
refused to embark, and a series of 
internal disruptions followed. 


The revolt in Spain's Argentine colo- 


nies in South America broke out ia 
1810. In that year Chile and Para- 
guay successfully rebelled. 
The war 


for Chile's independence lasted eight 
years. The Argentine Republic es'tab- 
lished its independence in 1816. Ven- 
ezuela, Ecuador and New Granada, or 
Colombia, were lost by revolt in 1819. 
The revolt in these States was led by 
Simon Bolivar, named El Libertador 
for having rescued South America from 
the Spanish yoke. Bolivar also led the 
insurgents in Bolivia and Peru, the lat- 
ter State being the last of Spain's pos- 
sessions on the American continent to 
establish' its independence. This was 
in 1826. ' 


The Spanish conquered Peru early in 


the sixteenth- century. Peruvian silver 
was freely poured into Spanish coffers, 
and was drained out again to meet the 
expenses of the wars which the Spanish 
home government maintained. At the 
outbreak of the war of independence in 
South America, the Spanish Govern- 
ment had already declined greatly in 
internal strength. Spain was distract- 
ed with the dissensions of a regency, 
and was racked by civil war. Howev- 
er, in 1820 the Spanish Viceroy had an 
army of 23,000 men in Peru, and all 
the large towns were completely in the 
hands of the Spanish officials. 


Brazil belonged to Spain in 1578. In 


that year it was wrested from the Por- 
tugese, who had discovered it at an 
earlier date. During Spain's troubles 
with the Netherlands, the Dutch cap- 
tured Brazil, and from the Dutch the 
State gained its independence. 


As to the States of Guiana, their ti- 


tles were much in dispute for many 
years. Spain owned what is now Brit- 
ish Guiana in 1580, and lost the prov- 
ince in 1602 to the Dutch, from whom 
it went to the English. 


Mexico was the richest and most pop- 


ulous of all the Spanish-American col- 
onies. Frequent insurrections occurr- 
ed here during the Napoleonic wars in 
Europe. Pending the war for Mexican 
independence the most revolting atroc- 
ities were perpetrated on both sides. 
The Spaniards conducted hostilities 
with the most wanton cruelty. 
The 


war was one of extermination, the in- 
surgents being slaughtered like brutes. 
In 1824 the independence of Mexico 
was recognized by every country ex- 
cept Spain. 


Spain relinquished Florida to the 


United States by treaty and purchase in 
1821. 


The Bahamas, which were Colum- 


bus's earliest discovery, were depopu- 
lated by the Spanish and were never 
again settled by them. The English 
occupied them in 1629. After the wate 
with Spain and France the British se- 
cured the Bahamas by the treaty of 
1783. 


Jamaica, which wa,s discovered by 


Columbus on his second voyage, in 
1494, 
was taken possession of by the 


Spaniards in 1509. The inhumanity of 
the conquerors was so great that fifty 
years after the Spanish invasion the 
native population is said to have en- 
tirely disappeared. 
Oliver Cromwell 


sent out a British expedition in 1655 
which captured the island, and in 1670 
it was formally ceded to England by 
the treaty of Madrid. 


Haiti's early 
history corresponds 


with that of Jamaica. 
Within little 


more than an age after 1492 the abo- 
rigines had been swept away by the re- 
morseless cruelties of the Spaniards. 
The eastern part of the island finally 
wrested itself from the Spanish in 1865 
and established Santo Domingo. 


When Magellan, in 1519, circumnavi- 


gated the world for the first time, he 
claimed all the islands of the East In- 
dies for Spain. The Philippines alone 
to-day remain under Spanish domina- 
tion. The other islands of this group 
fell to the French, English and Dutch 
during the wars waged by Spain with 
these countries from the time of Phil- 
ip II, to the close of the Napoleonic 
wais in 1815.

The greatest of Liverpool's priva-

1 in his day, and not yet utterly forgot- 
1 ten—namely, Capu Fortune us Wright. 
Soon after the outbreak of tbe war 
with France in 1744 he, conjointly with 
some English merchants m Leghorn, 
fitted out the Fame privateer to cruise 
against the French. The Gentleman's 
Magazine for December, 1746, stated 
that the Fame, Capt. Wright, had cap- 
tured sixteen French ships in the Le- 
vant, worth £400,000. Capt. Wright's 
most remarkable achievement, n»wev- 
er, was in 1756, -when the renewal of 
the war with France became imminent. 
In that year he built a small vessel at 
Leghorn, called th« St George, to 
cruise against the enemy. His project 
becoming known, a French 
xebec of 


sixteen guns and two hundred and 
eighty men bore down upon Leghorn, 
and hovered outside the harbor in or- 
der to capture him when be came out. 
So much injury had Wright done to 
French commerce during the last war 
that tbe French King had promised 
the honor of knighthood, a pension of 
3,000 livres per annum for life, and the 
command of a sloop of war to whoever 
should bring him into France alive or 
dead. The candidate for knighthood, 
therefore, impatiently waited for him. 
The Tuscan government, being at this 
time in close sympathy with the* 
French, would not allow Wright to 
leave the port with more than four 
guns and twenty-five men. With this 
armament he left the harbor on July 
25, 'having three other small vessels un- 
der convoy. No sooner was be clear of 
the harbor, however, than he took on 
board eight other guns, which had 
been secretly stowed by the convoy for' 
his use. He also prevailed upon fifty-; 
five of their men, composed of Slavoni- 
ans, Venetians, Italians, Swiss, and a 
few Englishmen, to enter on hoard his 
ship. Next morning the Frenchman 
bore down upon him, and at twelve 
o'clock the engagement began, in sight 
of about three thousand well-wishers 
of the French. In three-quarters of an 
hour the xebec was so maltreated that 
she was hors de combat, with tbe loss 
of her Captain, Lieutenant, and eighty- 
eight men killed, seventy more being 
wounded. There being no wind, she 
escaped with the aid of her sweeps, else 
she would have fallen a prey to the 
victor. 
Wright had only lost his 


Lieutenant and four men killed, and 
eight wounded. The disgusted Tuscan 
authorities immediately seized the St 
George, and refused to give her up; 
but the appearance at Leghorn of Ad- 
miral Hawke, with two line-of-battle 
ships, speedily induced them to a more 
complaisant frame of mind. After fur- 
ther distinguishing himself at the ex- 
pense of the French, the brave Capt. 
Fortunatus Wright was lost with his 
ship in a storm in March, 1757, while 
on a voyage from Malta to Leghorn.

Oil of tbe Olive, 


The grinding and pressing of the 


olives are performed in a very primi- 
tive manner in Sicily. 
First, the ol- i 


ives are placed on a circular platform i 
of masonry about seven reet in diam- 
eter, upon which a heavy millstone is 
turned by means of a pole to which 
a donkey is attached. While the stone 
revolves a man ia constantly engaged 
in turning the pulped olives over and 
over with a spade. In half an hour 
about one hundred kilogrammes will 
have been pulped in this way, when the 
mass is put in soft rush baskets, which 
are piled in a heap in the press—an 
arrangement with a heavy wooden 
screw, which is worked by six men. 
About half the oil is expressed in this 
fashion, the rest being extracted by 
subsequent operations. 
The fresh oil 


is green in color, and is placed in' 
earthen jars for eight days to settle 
and clarify. It is then ready for use.

"If you are thin and tract to put flesh 


upon your bones, eat before going to 
bed for the night. Physiology teaches 
us that there is wasting away of tissue 
while a person sleeps as well as when 
he ie awake, and this being so. there 
should ..be continuous nourishment. 
Food taken &i dinner or in the early 
evening is always digested at the time 
of retiring, and activity of the process 
of assimilation continues until long af- 
ter we are asleep. 


"If the tissues are not nourished they 


are pulled down by the wasting process, 
and as a result sleeplessness ensues. 
On a full stomach, however, or with 
some food to sustain the system, there 
Is a building up of the tissue. 


"Man i* the only creature I know of 


who does not deem it proper to sleep on 
a good meal. The infant, in this re- 
spect, instinctively crits to be fed at 
night, snowing that food is necessary 
daring that time as well as through 
the day, and that left too long without 
it causes a discomfort, which it makes 
known by crying. 


"There is no need for rest in the di- 


gestive organs, provided the quantity 
of food eeiten is not above normal dur- 
ing the twenty-four hours. Too long 
intervals between meals are bad for 
the stomach, from" the fact that the 
cessation and resumption of work of 
the digestive organs tends to enfeeble 
them. 


"A moderate working of the organs 


through the twenty-four hours is much 
more beneficial. I would advise those 
suffering from insomnia to take so: le- 
thing.to eat before: going to sleep, al- 
ways. A glass of milk and bread, or 
any digestible food will do."

Snake Charmer*. 


It Is generally supposed that the ser- 
jents 
exhibited by ,snake charmers 


have been deprived of their fangs, and 
this is doubtless often the case, while 
one instance at least is recorded in 
which the mcu&. of the snake had been, 
sewn together to prevent it from Dicing. 
The writer noticed at the Ceylon Exhi-

Attempts at increasing the rapidity 


of artillery fire go back as far as the 
seventeenth century, when the Ger- 
mans employed the first breech-loading 
cannon. More serious results were ob- 
tained in the. time of Frederick IL, 
when the field artillery was made very 
much lighter. Up io the end of the 
eighteenth century; with the return of 
the heavy pieces of artillery of Gre- 
beauval, as well as in the wars of the 
revolution and of the empire, the maxi- 
mum, .rapidity of the fire in battle was 
from one to two shots a minute for 
each piece. 


Moreover, in the time of smooth-bore 


guns, the cannonade, which, preceded 
the battle; was never intended to crush, 
the enemy. It covered the deploying of 
the troops and- presented a chance to 
jjain time without serious loss to the 
enemy. . During the greater portion of .the 
action the artillery fire was almost con- 
Unuofls, but always extremely slow. 
At .the decisive moment, marked by the 
employment of shrapnel or grapeshot, 
the "artillery discharges were carried 
on. with extraordinary violejfc-e,, and 
reached & rapidity of 2% and even 5 
:shots a minute for each piece, as, for 
'instance, at Wagram and Friedland, 
when the batteries opened the breach 
for the infantry by their grape and 
canister 
fire. 
' 


• With rifled cannon the action 
was 


rarely decisive at long range. At an 
ordinary distance the effect produced 
'was satisfactory, but it was never 
crushing. 
For example, at Sadowa, 


two lines of artillery fought for five 
hours without either being knocked 
out. 
During the Franco-German war 


the rapidity of fire of the French, guns 
reached one shot a minute with the 
12-pound pieces and two shots a'minuite 
with tli« 3 and 4 pound pieces, and the 
same for shrapnel fire. The rapidity 
of the German breech-loading guns was 
very little superior to that of the 
French. 


Since 1871 the progress of field.artil- 


lery Ms been considerably increased. 
In the first advance thfe range was in- 
creased. ' In the second the destructive 
power of the projectile was developed 
by a methodical fragmentation, ami in! 
the third and last- step this, same power 
has been augmented §till more by the 
general use of the tir fusant, which ex- 
tends by 500 to 3,000 iuetico. and sven 
more, the crushing effects of the old 
shrapnel fire. 


It is uuucniabie that to crush au en- 


emy it is only necessary to increase .he 
offensive power of artillery fire, and to 
do that/the maximum of rapidity is 
required.
